Krynitzkia califortika^ Gray. (A/k'nirvd califoniica., Greene.) A 
specimen of this plant (ticketed Eriirichinm oxycarynm. Gray) is in 
the Herb. N. E. IJot. Club from wool waste at N. Chelmsford, Mass. 
(See Flora Middlesex Co. p. 75). I'lie plant has also been found 
in similar situations at No. Ilerwick, Me., by Mr. J. C. Parlin. 

Lithospennuni an^nstifoliuni^ M.x., and Merfensia virgi/ind, DC., 
were introduced at Concord. Mass., by Mr. Minott Pratt, but have 
not persisted. (Sec Flora Middlesex Co. p. 76: and Rhod. i : 168.) 

Myosdf/s Hoffm. 'I'he plant from York Co., Me., reported 

as this species in Rhod. i ; 76., proves to be Af. I'cnia, Nutt. Afyos- 
otis ioUina (J/. hispiiia^ Schlecht.) has blue dowers, the fruiting calyx 
about 2 mm. long with hooked pubescence and merely equalling the 
straight spreading pedicels. The plant is from 3-6 inches high, 
with spatulate or oblanceolate, hairy leaves which are clustered at 
the base of the stem. W'hen in mature fruit the raceme is bractless, 
and much longer than the leafy part of the stem. 

OnosmoiUion virginiantim^ DC. 'This plant ajipears to reach its 
northern limit, in New England, at about the southern boundary of 
Massachusetts. 'I'o the writer's knowledge the most northern station 
thus far reported is at Monson, Mass. (lat. 5'-io'), triven in
